There has been no little excitement 
amon# the deaf-mates of Chicago dur 
ing the l;ist, three or four weeks, owing 
to an alleged eff>rt I tistian

movement has been onder the manage- 
ment of a stranger, a mute bailing from 
Michigan City, Ind A pood <J 

tion is manifested to the move- 
ment by many of that class in the city, 
and on yesterday a Timet reports! in- 
vestigated the causes for the different 
feelings on both si'ies. 

Prof I' A. Kmery, who superintends 
a school for mutes, was the first man 
seen. With his daughter for »n inter- 
preter he gave the reporter to under 
stand that Mr. Bowes' reputation was 
very poor among the Chicago deaf and 
dumb. Although he claimed to be a 
member of the Episcopal church, some 
very grave charges are alleged against 
him, such as drinking, gambling, and 
obtaining money under false preten 
sea. In the lirHl place, when he came 
here, without, consulting with any re- 
spectable number of f .he mutes, he 
started a anbacriptaon list among the 
business men for the purpose of buy- 
ing a library and furnishing a read- 
ing-room for the mutes of Chicago. 
These people naturally objected to hav- 
ing a stranger begging for them 
without their leave. They are by no 
means paupors, and are able to furnish 
such things for themselves if they 
want them. It WM further alleged 
that no general invitation hat! been 
sent to the mutes of the city to join 
this new " association," and that its 
membership had been confined to a 
very few. 

The mutes already have a society, 
meeting regularly in Furwell hall, and 
a preaching service is sustained by 
them once every month in St. James' 
church, and if they want a new move 
ment of this kind they feel perfectly 
able to start it for themselves. 

A young man present at the inter- 
view wbo gave bis name aa William Gib 
ney, said he had been the treasurer of 
the association, and worked here two 
weeks without pay. During this time 
he had seen Bows* drink liquor, and 
knew of his gambling. He left hi* 
ploy because he was disgusted with a 
drunken orgy that took place in tie 
sociation rooms. The reporter next 
went to the rooms, of the " asso 
tion." TLey are located at the south 
east corner of La Salle and .Moi 
Streets. One is about fifteen feet 
square, and other five by ten. They 
are gorgoously fitted up with 
around-top deal table, an invh 
carpet, a small coal stove, two hanging 
lamps, a desk, about a dozen wooden 
chairs, and about six cheap weekly 
periodicals and two copies of Harpt 
Monthly.

Alter teaching some years in Dublin, 
he, in 1804, left Ireland for America, 
and landed in New York, where he 

formed the acquaintance of the late 
talented \>r. II. P. Pest, -of the New 
York Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb, became interested in the edu- 
cation of this special elasn. The follow- 
ing year, Mr. Mctiiinn came to Can- 
ada, bearing letters of introduction to 
Dr. Iloilgms, Deputy Minister of 
Education, and oilier leading men. 
After serving some, time M private 
tutor in the families of Col. GrSWOtki, 
and lion. D. D. Mcl'heivoti, he, 
prompted by that philanthropic spirit 
which animated him, opened in To- 
ronto, in 1858, a school for deaf-mutes, 
winch he was sixyears afterwards in-

magnificient structure on the Bay of 
Ontario, wherein his name shall ever 
be revered, and his memory live in 
grateful hearts.

power. 

Whether even this measure will 

pass is extr ly doubtful, as there is 

qaite a number of the members of the 
Legislature who are opposed to 
wholesale reorganization schemes in 
the management of the Benevolent 

Institutions of the State. They do 

not believe In placing them under the 
old Jaoksonian rule that "To the 

victors belong the spoils," and thus, 

in their management, make footballs 

out of them to be kicked about at 
pleasure. There was enough such

trades as may be selected, but also an 

educational department which will be 
managed in the same manner as all 
our other institutions. The details of 
the new plan Of Hie industrial school, 
which Mr. Swett gave to us, we all 
innoed admirable and practicable, 
if surely and successfully brought into 
practice. Among them Mr. Swett 
remarks that in future mute farm 
hands- only practical ones — will bo 
lured to work on the farm, and dis 
charged when their services are no 
longer wanted) and that thorough 
instruction in all branches of farm- 
work and selected trades, which are 
not quite properly taught at all the 
schools, will be freely given to young 
and adult pupils of the industrial 
school, that they may leave the in- 
stitution skilled farmers and mechanics, 
able to successfully earn (heir liveli 
hood in the world. 

Besides the collections from the 
benevolent, the sales of all the pro 
duotions of the farm and workshops 

in various markets will form a Special 
fund for the purpose of defraying ex- 
in materials and support of the 
adult industrial learners, since it ap- 
pears doubtful that the Legislature of 
Massachusetts will be constitutionally 
permitted to ^ivo any extra appropria- 
tion to this school in case that body 
supports the educational school. 

And concerning the educational de- 
partment, Mr. Swett informs us that 
a committee of three from the same 
Legislature recently went there and 
made a can fill inspection of the plan 
for this school and also of the placo 

for that purpose. Their report will 
be publicly known soon after it is 
Qted before that body. For one, 
I sincerely trust it will be found favor' 
able to the scheme, because of the 
shady, rapid increase in number of 
mule children in that State alone, 
which naturally demands even at this 
time an institution of her own for 
their education. 

In this case, there is much good 
reason to believe that the above-stated 
title of the Beverly School will be 
ohanged into "The Massachusetts In- 
stitution for Deaf Mutes," the indus- 
trial school being understood as being 
a part of the establishment, supported 
in the way mentioned above. In ad- 
dition to the above, it is likely that 
the said Legislature will furnish it 
with another appropriation for the 
erection of the building on the hill, 

of which Mr. Swett expressed to US 
a hope thai it would in the course of 
Divine providence be accomplished. 
For the educational department, 
Prof. Alwood, who was OUt of home 
when WS were there, was hunting a 
few more uneducated mutes in the 
same Slate, whom, together with those 
already picked, it is intended to begin 
teaching before the expected decision 
of the Legislature, their sustenance 
and tuition, us might be expected, 
being afforded by the trustees. The 
number of those pupils We understand 
is limited to eighteen for the present. 

Prof. .Uwood, whose acquaintance

When in use it is cm v 
ed to give it the requisite tension, by 
means of cord attached bo the outer 
edge of the fan and fastened at the junc- 
tion of the handle. When the top of 
the fan is placed against the upper 
teeth, the impinging sound waves ere 
ate a sensible vibration which is con 
veyed through the teeth and bones ol 
the face to the auditory nerves. Two 
senii-niulos and the writer have 
tested the audiphone. which was 
received from Lawyer E. D. Parker, 
and can say freely that it is quite a 
fraud and of no benefit to any of us, 
and it cannot make a particle of differ 
enee in any sound, any more than if 
we had a piece of board or rag be- 
tween our teeth, The lawyer has test- 
ed it, though he is not a deaf unite. 
but is hard of hearing, and told me 
that it was a humbug.

MICHIGAN NOTES. 



Dkab Jouknal : — Many of my friends ; ai 
as well as myself think the Journal 
has lately undergone a great change i 
in its app<'nruriee since it came into 
the baacfa of its new editor. In the 
riiamhr.r of January 29th, the portrait 
of yonr celebrated deaf mute painter, 
H Humphrey Moore, and his studio, 
is really beautiful. 

Michigan has also a deaf-mute ar- 
tist and one we believe could fully 
come up to any you have in the Em- 
pire State. 

Mr M. H. Kerr, a deaf-mute, resid- 
ing at Jackson, Michigan, has follow- 
ed the profession of painting for some 
years post, and has accquired a fair 
knowledge of the art. One of his last 
drawings was of the collision between 
the night express and a freight train 
on the Michigan Hail Road near Jack- 
son, Michigan, October 10th, 1879, 
where there were fifteen passengers 
killed and twenty-nine wounded. 
I will endeavor to give you a slight 
sketch of the above painting, having 
seen it personally while on a hasty 
visit to that city. In the body or 
centre of the picture are the resolu- 
tions passed at tbe meeting of the 
survivors of the disaster, held at the 
Hurd House recently and executed in 
a very fine manner. Let it be under 
stood that the entire picture is dons 
with the pen in India ink. At the top 
of the picture and directly over the 
resolutions is the special scene of the 
accident, representing the Pacific Ex- 
press and a freight train as they had 
collided, the three cars telescoped, tbe 
wrecking train at work clearing up the 
debris, and Express wagons and men 
with teams carrying away the dead and 
wounded, while in the foreground are 
teams and a large crowd of people. 
At the left of this scene is a monogram 
consisting of the letters S R R D, — 
survivors railroad disaster — beautifully 
twined together. At the right is the 
date of presentation.
